RUSS. WARSHIPS . 
SINK GERMANS 


Destroy Transports and Pre- 
vent Landing of Troops 
in Rega Gulf.

PETRO GRAD, June T.— By sinking ev. 
eral German transports and another un- 
named vessel off the Guif of Riga, Rus- 
Sian submafines and destroyers defeated 
an attempt to land a large body of troops 
in the Courland. A semi-official an- 
nouncement today denied that the Ger- 
man and Russian Baltic fleets hau been 
engaged. 

Enemy torpedo nents escorting large 
vessels, appeared at the entrance to the 
Gulf of Riga on Thursday, the state- 
ment said. They retired at the ap- 
proach of our naval forces but later 
hydroaeroplanes from the German ships 
attempted to bombard our warships. The 
attacks were without result and the 
hydroaeroplanes were driven off. 8 

The enemy repeated the attempt on 
Sunday, but the hostile ships were driv- 
en off by our submarines. In the engage- 
ment the Russian transport Yenisei was 
submarined and sunk. Thirty-two of its 
crew of 320 were saved. 

“Coast guards and scout ships re- 
ported that in the action Sunday our 
newly laid mines and our submarines 
sank or damaged three enemy vessels.” 


Berlin Denies Losses. -

He admitted, however, that he is 
willing to go to any length to prevent war. 
He said he felt certain every union labor 
official in the country is of the sameopin- 
ion, although he does not know whether 
the American Federation of Labor will 
listen to his request that a convention of 
protest be called at this time. Mr. Bu- 
chanan said he believed such a convention 
should be called now, because he fears 
it tt is delayed it may be too late.

The fiercest fighting of the war as 
far as the Baltic provinces of 
Russia are concerned, occurred a 
few days ago in a battle for the 
mastery of the Dubysa river, ac- 
cording to the Post’s Petrograd 
correspondent. The river changed 
hands five times in one day and 
at nightfall the stream was com- 
pletely choked with the bodies of 
thousands of dead, so that a 
plank roadway for artillery was 
laid by the victorious Russians 


across a solid bridge of bodies, 
the correspondent says. 


LONDON, June 7.—The Austro-German 
forces which pinched Praemyel into sur- 
render are battering their way eastward, 
despite the Russian reinforcements 
hurled against them. 

According to the German and Austrian 
official c ications, they are at one 
point in the southeast hardly more than 
sixty miles from the Russian frontier.
